Vandalism in the Torrance 
schools has shown a marked 
decrease during the past year, 
according to school officials. 
The credit for lowering this 
cost from over $25,000 to lesss 
than $5000, according to Su­ 
perintendent J. H. Hull, 
should go to the parents, 
student s, principals and 
teachers.
